3. Betv/een 4 and 9; 90 p.m. on 28 Anril, 49 to 9'0 IL-lOs v:ere parked 
on the northern edge of the fieid :dnd lS IL-lOs, in front of 

the closed hangars on the northern edee. A Soviet soldier rainted 
a white rim around the Soviet star on~the rudder assenblies of 
the IL-lGs parked on the northern edge of the field. There was 
no flying although the weather was favorable. The aircraft crates 
were still at the same place as nrevicusly. (2) On the south- 
western edge of the field about 90 sold.iers were difro'ine five 
large holes, 29 to 30 meters arart. (1) 


Between 4 and 900 p.m. on 9 I"ay } there was no flying. A thunder- 
storm was gathering. Forty-five IL-lOs were counted on the north- 
ern edge of the field. .411 planes parked on the northern edge of the 
field had a red stripe cn the leading edge of their rudder assemblies, 
except for the westernmost plane which had no number but a red

par^ed in front of the hangars on the southern eclgo. Five &A 
guns were emplaced on the southwestern edge o.f the fíeld. Some 
soldiers wearing red-bordered black epaulets e:;cavated a sixth vun 
emrlacement. A gun rnounted on the chassis stood nearby. (1) A v/ire 
excended from the AA gun emplacement to the fllght control station.
